Mr. Steed said that when He listened to President Roosevelt’s speech from the 
White House it brought back several memories to him—President Wilson’s declaration 
of war in April, 1916, and the peace that came after it.

In regard to the transportation 
of commercial goods, Mr, Huang 
further said that considerations 
will be made on the basis of In- 
formation on market conditions in 
the interlor ag supplied by the 
Ministrles of Communication, 
Finance and Economic Affairs. 

Aside from regulating alr freight 
transport Mr. Huang said the Ir 
spectorate will therefore als be 
inistrumental in regulating the 
supply of commodities {n the !n- 
terior, thus stabilising the general 
price level. 

Mr. Huang sald that there will 
be rigorous restrictions hence- 
torth on chartering planes. Mer- 
chants who desire to charter 
planes will have to submit papers 
certifying the king and value of 
their goods to be transported. This, 
he believed, will eliminate the 
“plack market” air freight rates.-—

CHINA’S SILK 
INDUSTRY TO 
BE DEVELOPED 


With the object of further de- 
veloping China's slik industry, the 
Ministry ot Agriculture and Fores- 
try hag drafted a comprehensive 
plan for the increase of silk pre 
duction. 

According to the plan, some 3,000 
imow of land be marked out in 
different districty for the culttva- 
tion of 65,000,000 mulberry trees 
in the current year, These dis- 
tricts include Lashan, Mantal, 
Langchung, Hochwan and Nan- 
i chuhg in Szechwan. 

It ts expected that the increaBed 
output of silk will reach 20,000 
piculs. 

Meanwhile, {t is learned that to 
increase tung oil production for 
export purpese, the Foreign Trade 
Commission has mapped out a 
plan whereby the existing 290,000 
mow of tung plantations will be 
improved and 680,000 thow of new 
plantations will be establighed. It 
is estimated that the résultant 
tung oll output wil! be Increased 
by 1,100,000 piculs annually, 

Five provinces in the Southwest 
have been designated as experi- 
mental centres for production in- 
creases wherein 146 offices for 
giving technical guidance will be 
established.—(Central News).
